Claims 1-9 

The inventions relevant to claims 1-9 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1-5 referred to in the ISR. 

Documents 1 and 2 describe that bisoprolol is a medicinal property blended to a plaster, and it is 
widely known to a person skilled in the art that the said medicinal property is sensitive to water (see 
documents 6 and 7, for information), and since a technology of packaging a plaster together with a 
drying agent to stabilize such medicinal properties is also well known to a person skilled in the art 
(see documents 3-5), it could be easily managed by a person skilled in the art to optimize humidity 
Inside a packaging bag enclosing a plaster containing a bisqprobl by adding a drying agent. 
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
